This enormously disruptive strike came at the peak 
of the summer travel season and at a time when a ter- 
rible heat wave was afflicting the nation, Hundreds of 
travelers had their plans disrupted, at a colossal cost in 
business lost, vacation plans ruined, and in general in- 
convenience and discomfort. Mail service, which is one 
of the fundaments] nceds of any civilized country, was 
grievously affected, 

Why should 35,400 Americans have the right to 
plunge this great nation into turmoil? It is not as though 
the IAM members were a cruelly tormented lot who had 
to make a desperate bid for public assistance. The aver- 
age wage of th striking IAM members is $4.50 an hour — 
hardly a starvation wage! 

Consider what would have happened had the man- 
agement of a group of airlines decided that they weren't 
going to provide air service to a score or more American 
cities. One can be sure that the announcement would 
hardly have been made before the White House stated it 
would take over running of the airlines. Government 
officials would have declared a management sit-down in- 
tolerable. But Big Government handles unionists with 
kid gloves, as the airline strike again has revealed. Gov- 
ernment oficials talked and talked with the arrogant 
union leaders, while thousands of travelers clamored to 
find ways to get about the ccun:ry or passenger trains 
and buses. 

The need is not for compulsory arbitration, as some 
have suggested, but fcr ending the union monoply over 
services needed by airlines.

held up at gunpoint by labor unions, 

The unions, it must be realized, believe that they 
have a headlock on the country. They believe they can 
cancel out every public service, whether it is airlines 
service or subway service in the nation's largest city. 
For too long the public has done nothing to prevent the 
unions from continuing to hold this outrageous belief. 
Perhaps the airline strike has wakened Americans to the 
intolerable character of union monoply powers. Only 
when those monopoly powers are taken away from Big 
Unionism can the American people be sure that the 
many, inter-acting parts of the complex society in which 
they live will work smoothly and without interruption. 

But the situation is likely to get worse before it 
improves. On top of the strike against the airlines are 
troubles in hospitals. In New York City, for instance, 
members of the Drug and Hospital Employees Union 
began work stoppages in mid-July. Laundry, clerical, 
kitchen and technical employes walked off their jobs, 
seriously jeopardizing the safe and efficient operation 
of hospitals and thereby endangering the lives of pati- 
ents. Even THE NEW YORK TIMES, which has favored 
the union movement over the years, termed .this strike 
"immoral, illegal and indefensible.” The cruel nature 
of the strike can be discerned from the fact that at one 
hospital unionists on strike turned away a delivery of 
oxygen. Thus the unionists would take away from the 
sick the very breath of life. How much more brutal and 
callous can a union be? 

1t is shocking to tnink tnat, in their aemanas ror 
power, union leaders would ignore the desperate needs 
of the old and the infirm, injured and ill youngsters 
and young mothers in maternity wards of hospitals.

Mary's Tomb is under a 
beautiful Cathedral The 
circular room has many 
paintings of the women of 
the Bible. In the center 
surrounded by a raill=7 is 
the tomb with a statue of 
Mary lying on the Sarcop- 
hagus, There are candles 

burning, and beautiful 
white flowers. It is an in- 
spiring sight. 

The Dead Sea Scrolls were 
discovered by an Arab 
Shepherd in a jar in a cave 
near the Jordanian border 
in 1947. A beautiful build- 
ing'has been built to house 
thesg, and other important 
findings — cooking uten- 
sils, Jugs, Knives & Swords 
of that period. The Book of 
Isiah, written many hun- 
dreds of years before Christ 
is well preserved and is in 
a circular well lighted show 
case. Near this building is 
the Billy Rose Garden. This 
is a large area covered with 
fine white rock, and in it 
are many modern pieces of 
sculpture. Since the book 
Exodus was published six 
years ago, Israel has enjoy- 
ed an increase of tourists. 

The Hebrew University, 
founded in 1925, has 12,000 
students — 300 from for- 
eign countries. As we drove 
thru Tel Ayiv we were im- 
pressed with the many new 
modern apartment build- 
ings. There are women po- 
licemen here. There are no 
allowed 
here, and there are no TV 
broadcasting stations. There’ 
are many libraries and they 
want to encourage reading. 
Stores are closed from 1 till, 


3:30 for dinner and'a rest, 
Everything closes at 11 p. 
m. A new Crevrolet costs 
$15,000. Cars on the street 
are covered with canvas to 
them from the hot 


We spent the night in Ti- 
s on the edge of the 
Sea of Galillee. This is a 
beautiful deep blue lake, 
slightly salty, but there is 
good fishing. The Jordan 
river that flows into and 
out of the Sea of Galillee is 
deep green. For breakfast 
we had orange juice, a soft 
boiled egg, and a huge 
Smorgas bored with four 
kinds of cheese, tomatoes, 
cucumbers, olives, raw fish 
and apricot jam. It was un- 
usual, but very good. 
Jesus lived for three and 
a half years by the Sea of 
Galillee. Here he walked on 
the water, and fed the five 
thousand. There is a small 
church built over the birth- 
place of Mary Magdalene,

who is now a Saint. This is 
the Homeland of the Jewish 
people, believed for 2,000 
years to be the Promised 
Land. In the past 18 years, 
two million people have 
come here from ‘seventy 
countries, The guide was 
very emphatic in his thanks 
to the American people for 
their help.  Capernium, 
which was destroyed long 
ago, has never been rebuilt. 
There has been a Synago- 
gue built over the house of 
Peter. 

We came to Nazareth, the 
Holy City of Christendom. 
Jesus performed his first 
miracle here, turning the 
water into wine for the 
wedding. There is a Greek 
Orthodox Church built over 
the well where Mary Mag- 
adolene met Jesus. There is 
a man incide who lets a buc 
ket down, which is filled 
with cool, clear water. 

We visited a Kibutz Set- 
tlement. This type of com- 
munity living was started 
in 1910 by seven boys and 
one girl The land is given 
to them by the government. 
All the children are raised 
in a nursery and at the age 
of fourteen or fifteen the 
boys and girls are separat- 
ed. The parents see them in 
the evenings and on week- 
ends. The men and women 
both work. Their jobs ‘ro- 


tate, We walked thru some 
of the buildings. There are 
four small beds in each bed- 
room in the children’s dor- 
mitory. Some children were 
swimming. Everything was 
very neat, and clean and 
everyone seemed happy. 
There were large fields of 
bananas They have to put a 
plastic bag over each bunch 
of bananas so the bats won't 
eat the fruit. One woman 
we talked to was a refugee 
from Egypt and had two 
children. She was working 
in the nursery, and was 
very contented. There are 
five hundred people living 
in these Settlements, and 
more are being formed. Our 
guide had lived in a Kibutz 
village for five years. When 
we asked him why he left 
he smiled and told us that 
his wife liked fancier things 
and was not satisfied in the 
Kibutz. They are trying to 
start some of these Kibutz 
Settlements in Africa. 

The Kibutz villages are 
all built along the border 
of Israel and the Arab coun 
tries. At one time they rais- 
ed geese, which would wa- 
ken if the Arabs came a- 
cross at night. A few weeks 
before we were there the 
Arabs had planted bombs, 
which killed two men. The 
Arabs come over at night 
and steal their irrigation 
pipes etc,

Adult High School Diplomas 
Earned By 319 PBC Students 


Adult high school diplo- 
mas were gained by 319 stu 
dents during the recently 
concluded 1965-66 school 
year, it is announced by 
Paul L. Phillips, director of 
the county school system's 
Department of Adult and 
Veteran Education. 

Phillips said this was “a 
sharp increase over the pre- 
ceeding year when 249 a- 
dults were issued high 
school diplomas. The report

Florida’s Beef Production 


The latest DARE commit- 
tee reports on Florida's ani- 
1 industry are holding 

n on predictions made in 
964. Increases in beef pro- 
duced in the state by 1975 
are still expected to be a- 
bout 85 per cent. 

“The calf drop percent- 
age in Florida, which is one 
of the biggest problems for 
the state's ranchers, is pre- 
sently increasing at a faster 
rate than expected," said 
Dr. T. J. Cunha, chairman 
of the Animal Science De- 
partment at the University 
of Florida, and chairman of 


The DARE projections for 
swine also show no need 
for changes, according to 
Dr. Cunha, Current infor- 
mation still indicates only 
a modest increase in swine 
production by 1975. 
“The picture could change 
depending on results re- 
ceived from research now 
underway and other pro- 
jects which are being con- 
sidered,” Dr. Cunha said. 
Some early studies with 
blackstrap molasses as a 
substitute for corn are en- 
couraging, the UF scientist 
said, and if these studies
